Mr, Smith will 
at once carry the case to the supreme 
court in order to get a decision before 
the legislature meets.

day is a victory for Colonel Robertson. 


Inoiamafolib, Dec. 13.—In the injunc-

The

'*I have read it ail," said he, 
"and I approve it. 
Why shouldn't I? 
He is sound, strong and brave.

stands precisely where I did when I was 
in his place. I am glad that he met the 
tariff question fairly and squarely, and 
should be gratified if congress would 
heed his recommendation for a reduc- 
tion 
of 
tariff 
taxes. 
This coun- 
try 
should 
no 
longer 
plead 
tbe 'baby act' as a reason for taxing the 
people to enhance the profits of pro- 
tected interests. It is well to remind 
the agriculturists of the country of the 
interest they should manifest on the sub- 
ject. But the agriculturists are without 
oi'ganization, while the manufacturers 
are banded together ready to oppose re- 
duction and not unwilling to spend 
money to accomplish their purpose. It 
is my opinion, repeatedly expressed, 
that American manufacturers can com- 
pete with the world without further sup- 
port from the government. As a Henry 
Clay whig I believed in the American 
principle that the tariff should be ad- 
justed to American industries. We had 
few manufacturers then, and those man- 
ufacturers did not receive the degree of 
support since given to similar industries 
by the tariffs. My impression is that 
the way to secure a reduction or re- 
vision of the tariff is by a commission— 
not a commission composed, as the last 
was, of representatives of leading in- 
terests, who may be inclined to adjust 
the duties with a view to maintaining a 
favorite theory, but men of character, 
force, independence, and intelligence, 
who will undertake 
the 
work |in 
a broad spirit and with the determi 
nation to meet the question fairly. It is 
doubtful whether, even if a perfect com- 
mission could be secured and its work 
accepted by the house, it would be ac- 
ceptable to the senate. 
As for the pro- 
position to retire the gieenbacks by re- 
deeming them with silver certificates, 
that is practically the suggestion made 
by me when I was Mr. Johnson's secre- 
tary. 
It was approved and would have 
succeeded if it had not been insisted up- 
on that the treasury should make state- 
ments. 
The statements showed that 
the greenbacks were being retired and 
the fear that the currency would be 
contracted led to the abandonment of 
the attempt to get rid of the legal ten- 
ders. 
I do not believe that the recom- 
mendation of Secretary Manning will be 
acted upon and the greenbacks retired. 
The probability is, on the contrary, that 
there will be more rather than less of 
them. The people like them and do not 
take the trouble to inquire about the 
theory upon which they are based." 


Mr. McCulloch speaks highly of the 
president's message, which he considers 
an admirable point taken in connection 
with the report of the secretary of the 
treasury.

The lecture tour o£ - . Henry M. Stanley 
tturough the United States this winter has 
called attention anew to his work in Africa. 
The latest word Is that the Free State of 
Congo, which owes its existence to him, is not 
panning out according to expectation. 
This 
is unfortunate indeed. 
It was the dream of 
Stanley to found a great nation, which should 
take in the whole basin of the Congo. 
A 
waterway 6,000 miles in length could with 
little expense be made navigable throughout. 
The territory thus included would embrace 
an area nearly half as large as the United 
States, a populous region of fabulous fertil- 
ity. 
There are already nearly 48,000,000 peo- 
ple there. 


Prance and Portugal had already estab- 
lished trading outposts and laid claim to some 
of the territory along the Congo. 
Native 
tribes one after another owned patches of 
the banks of the great river. On entering 
the country of every one of these tribes a 
new set of tolls had to be paid by the Congo 
navigators. 


Stanley persuaded France and Portugal to 
cede to the Free State portions of their terri- 
tory along the banks of the Congo. 


M A P O F T H K C O N G O F R E E 
S T A T E . 


He next persuaded the isolated tribes to 
merge their interests into one government. 
The object of this was to do away at once and 
forever with the annoying river tolls and 
Btopinges. 
Once belonging to one govern- 
ment throughout its entire length the Congo 
would be free to travelers and traders from 
mouth to source. 
Concessions to this effect 
were obtained and ratified. 


It was under the atispices of King Leopold, 
of Belgium, that the state was founded. 
Something more was thought neoessai*y to 
establish it on a firm foundation. 
Formal 
recognition of the new nation was deemed 
necessary from the governments of Europe 
and America. 
An official agreement with 
France and Portugal must "delimit" their 
boundaries and give the Free State full sway 
along the Congo. 


African chiefs to the number of 450 had 
Joined the international Association of the 
Free State of the Congo. 
There was con- 
siderable discussion in the United States con- 
f e s s at first about recognizing the new stata 
fSir American law givers are not over wise 
about affairs outside of their own country. 
Oladstone brings it as an accusation againsft 
ns that we turn our eyes inward to oiur own 
country and devote ourselves to getting rich, 
letting the rest of the world go to the dogs. 
It is a good way to keep out of trouble at any 
rate. 


At length, April 10,1884, congress passed a 
resolution authorizing the president to recog- 
nize the International African association on 
the Congo as one of the governments of the 
world. 
That set the ball rolling. 
The Euro- 
pean powers speedily followed. Nov. 16, 1884, 
assembled the Berlin conference of nations, 
to ratify the coming into existance of the 
Free State. 
The representatives of fifteen 
governments, the United States and the coun- 
tries of Europe, guaranteed place and name 
to the new nation. 
Its water ways were to 
be free routes of trade to all peoples. 
Best of 
all, in all time to come there should be no 
traffic in slaves within its borders, and each 
power bound itself to prevent such traffic to 
the utmost of its ability. 


So the new state was christened. 
The Anal 
sitting of the conference was on Feb. 26,1885. 
The part the United States took in this un- 
portant negotiation is a matter of pride to 
every American.

The second map shows better than any de- 
scription what Stanley really did for civili- 
zation. 
The dark lines show his routes of 
travel. 
The death of Livingstone had left 
the work of that great explorer uncompleted. 
No traveler in Africa had finished entirely 
the task he had set out to perform. 
To finish 
the incomplete discoveries of Burton, Speke, 
Grant and Dr. Livingstone, Stanley, commis- 
sioned by The New York Herald and The 
London Telegraph, set out in 1877. 
He en- 
tered Africa on the east side at Zanzibar. 
Two years, eight months and twenty days 
afterwards he came out on the west side, at 
the mouth of the Congo or Livingstone river. 
He had traveled around the great lakes of 
Africa, established the sources of the Nile, 
threaded the Congo from its source to its 
mouth, and crossed the "dark continent" from 
east to west, being the first white man, prob- 
ably the first white or black, to achieve any 
of these exploits. 


It will be a matter of profoundest regret if 
the PVee State does not get on welL A brave 
band of seven more missionaries have just 
started thither to join Bishop Taylor's band.

the cause of my brethren in bonds, now to 
tell of tb£ir freedom and progress."—Ex- 
change.
